SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout (image) entitled Dean4.gif \s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer printout promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to 
compel people to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct as outlined under 
s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The publication is a computer printout of an illustration. The image has been 
downloaded from the Internet onto a computer and printed out onto an A4 size sheet of 
white paper. The image measures 198mm wide and 258mm high and is in portrait 
orientation. 

The image presents a man engaging in sexual activity with a woman against her will. 

He forces the woman's head forward as he holds on to her hair. The woman has her 
arms bound to her sides with ropes which cross her breasts. The man and woman 
stand on a platform of a scaffold. In front of them, two other women are hanging 
through a trapdoor with ropes around their necks. Their bodies are limp and their 
heads are slouched. These women are bound similarly with ropes across their 
breasts, and also are bound at the ankles and thighs. These women present as dead. 
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The computer printout clearly gives the impression that the women have been 
subjected to sexual activity against their will. The computer printout presents sexual 
violence and coercion in a manner intended to sexually arouse the viewer. It 
sexualises the lack of consent of the women, and the infliction of extreme violence 
upon them, in a manner which suggests that to compel a person to submit to sexual 
activity is sexually arousing. The publication therefore promotes and supports the use 
of violence and coercion to compel people to participate in, or submit to, sexual 
conduct as outlined under s3(2)(b) of the FVPC Act and is therefore deemed to be 
objectionable. 

The publication has been found to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
FVPC Act. This provision overrides s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with the rights and freedoms set out in that section of the NZBR Act. 
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
